STATUTE LABOR ORDINANCE 


Is an Immense Advantage to the Coun- 
try—It Will be the Means of Saving 
Public Monies for More Important 
Works—The Brand Ordinance Ex- 
‘plained—Some Practical Information 


Mr. J. H. Koss, Minster of Public 
Works, who was spending a day fin 
the city on his return from Eimontes, 
is a busy man and has very little time 
for talking, but he cheerfully accorded 
some valuable information to a Hrr- 
ALD representative on matters Which 
ane now are of the greatest possible 

nterest, 

You are aware, Mr, Ross, said TH 
HERALD man, “that there is a good 
deal of dissatisfaction in some portions 
of this district with regard to the 
enactment of the Statute Labor Law?” 

“Yes, and Iam sorry to have read it, 
I believe,however,that when the people 
thoroughly understand the benefits of 
the law they will change their opin- 
ions, Our object was to organize the 
settlers so that they could help them- 
selves while avoiding the formation of 
rural municipalities with all the 
attendant expense. Under the new 
law, every settler is asked to contrib- 
ute one day's labor in each yeur for 
every quarter section he owns, with 
man and team, for the iorr-ovement 
of his own district, by the grading of 
roads, the plowing of fireguards and 
in any other way which may euggest 
itself during the time of the year when 
there was no work to be done at iume, 
The sending of an engineer to superin- 
tend every little job required meant 
the expenditure in many cases of more 
money than the actual cost of the 
work, and of money, too, which is 
needed for the construction of bridges 
over rivers and other works of general 
importance, Fireguards have now 
become an absolute necessity, as many 
settlers know only too well, and the 
man who will not contribute one day’s 
labor every year for his own benefit is 
in my opinion a poor class of settler. 
There must be at least twelve resident 
owners or occupiers in every statute 
labor district, and oveupied land is 
assessed in the same ‘vay as if it were 
occupied. The North West Govern- 
ment will pay $2.50 perquarter section 
on all unoccupied patented land and 
practicable means have been provided 
for the enforcement ot payment of 
this sum by the absentee owner. 

“But how about cases like that of 
Mr, Hull, who Owns a large tract of 
land ?” 

“Mr. Hull, as the owner of a large 
tract should have a greater interest in 
having the roads in his neighborhood 
in proper repair, and adequate protec- 
tien against fire, In his case he would 
be obliged to contribute 26 days labor 
with man and team, and at a time of 
the year when there was nothing 
else going on, so that the actual cost 
to him would be the wages of a man 
for tbat period. With such a property 
as he has, I would not be at all eur- 
prised if be were to maintain the 
whole of the road from Calgary to his 
farm,” 

“Butsome of the settlers say that the 
roads are good enuugh as they are 
now?” 

“If they do so,they cannot be sincere 
in their unremitting applications for 
improvements to the roads in almost 
every district, We have come to the 
conclusion that all these small mat- 
ters should be attended to by thore 
immediately concerned, at the mini 
mum of expense, so that they may 
learn to become self-supporting. There 
are many calis on the funds available 
for public works, and we cannot afford 
tohand-feed every district which needs 
a twelve inch culvert. We have spent 
Jast vear nearly $10,000 in the High 
River district alone on the construc- 
tion of bridges so as to render trayv- 
olin ney and to avoid loss of life. 

I should like to talk this matter over 
fully with the settlers themselves, and 
hope to address meetings of those who 
cannot yet see the benefits ofjthe law 
on my return tothe west in the 
ginning of March,”

The latest reports from the 
coast go to show that notwith- 
standing all the assistance which 
that route bas received at the 
hands of the government and

year, Three large Mounted Police 
parties which left a considerable 
time ago are stuck fast at 
Skagway with very little prospect 
of getting through. hen such 
difficulties overtake the Mounted 
Police who are for the most part 
trained men accustomed to hard 
work and supplied with every 
possible travelling facility it 
cannot be called exaggeration or 
misrepresentation to point out the 


stupendous difficulties to 
encountered by the ordinary 
traveller. It isa well known fact 


that the man who is afflicted with 
“gold fever” will sieze any possible 
Ppportanity to reach the object of 
hisdesire. Itis equally true that 
at the present moment there are 
hundreds, if not thousands of 
blockaded Klondykers at Seattle, 
Asncouyer and other coast points 
endeavoring to get some informa- | 
tion as to the Alberta route to the 

gold fields. It is alsoa fact that 

aweady one party which had 

actually arrived at the coast on its 

way to the north has abandoned 

its original intention, and has 

come to Calgary where the party 

has outfitted and proceeded via 

Edmonton to the gold fields.

STATUTE LABOR 


Tue Hernan publishes today an 
interview with the Minister of 
Pablie Works in which this 
subject holds a prominent place. 
The “other side” of the Statute 
Labor question is herein dealt 
with by a member of the govern- 
ment, who is confident that not- 
withstanding the objections taken 
t> itin some quarters, the law is 
of practical benefit and will be 
found so by experience. It must 
be conceded that there is a reat 
deal in what Mr. Ross says. There 
has uafortunately hitherto existed 
in the Territories a system of 
spoon feeding which has had the 
effect of causing the settlers to 
look to the government for the 


carrying out of every little job 
throughout the country. Under 
the old syscem, the public life of 
the member depended ina great 
measure on his capability for the 
granting of grading contracts to 
his cunstituents. When the evils 
of this system became apparent, 1t 
was attempted to remedy it by 
the appointment of district 
engineers who should superintend 
the carrying out of public works 
in their different districts. Under 
this system it was found that the 
expense attendant on the visit of 
the engineer to the place where 
the work was required to be done, 
wasin many cases more than the 
cost of the work itself, and by the 
Statute Labor Ordinance itis pro- 
posed that loval improvements 
atecting small areas should be 
done y those immediately 
interested. 

It has been suggested that the 
formation of tatute Labor 
Districts is merely the thin end of 
the wedge towards the establish- 
ment of rural municipalities, the 
running of waich involves con- 
siderable expense, but since the 
introduction of the Statute Labor 
law, two rural municipalities 
which had been in existence for 
nearly 12 years have petitioned 
for disorganization on the ground 
that they could get along with 
much more advantage and very 
much Jess expense under the new 
system. nee in Northern 

lberta, the new law is beginning 
to work well, No settler will 
grudge a contribution of one day's 
labour for the benefit of himself 
and his immediate neighbors, and 
many settlers have done in the 
past for their own protection a 
great deal more work than they 
are now called upon to do. 

There are, as many correspon- 
dents have suggested, some details 
in the law which need revision, 
but its general principle seems to 
be good. Mr. Ross has stated that 
he would he glad to have an oppor- 
tunity of discussing the matter 
at meetings of the residente of 
those districts where the law is 
believed to be objectionable and 
has intimated his intention of 
coming west early next month for 
that purpose. This is a fair propo- 
sition which should be availed of. 
Let the residents of the anti- 
Statute labor districts make che 
necessary arrangements for the 
holding of a public meeting 
within their own district at the 
time suggested by the Minister of 
Public Worke, so that the matter 
may be properly threshed out. It 
would beno more than courtesy 
to Mr. Ross that the opportunity 
asked for should be accorded.

As already announced in the 
columns of THE HERALD, the office 
of Brand Recorder will, after the 
first day of March next, be trans- 
ferred to Regina, and the duties of 
the office will no doubt be per- 
formed by some member of the 
Territorial government staff, who 
may or may not understand the 
niceties of discrimination. con- 
nected with the business, and who 
in mA tae garg hac been 
instruc tuat his whole duty 
will consist in dealing out 14,000 
possible complications of numerals 
and letters like so many “stacked” 
playing cards, to the first 14,000 
applicants. Untess he be of an ex- 
tremely phlegmatic temperament 
the “dumnable iteration” of AAI, 
AIA and 1AA up to the 14,000 
limit will have the very probable 
effect of causing many more com- 
plications than were ever dreamt 
of by the ingenious tramers of the 
brand law. 

The fact of the matter is that 
the removal of the brand office 
from the stock district is 
altogether a huge mistake, rot- 
withstanding Mr. Haultain’s sui se 
ofthe importance of the interests 
of the eastern porticu of the 
Territories in this regard, 

The range country in the west 
is the councry where brands are «a 
necessity. In the farming districts 
in the east, they are in many cases 
a luxury which might very easily 
be dispensed with altogether. The 
statement just published by the 
Territorial Brand Recorder shows 
the proportion of business in the 
east and west. Since June 1806, 
800 applications were received 
from Calgary, Maple Creek and 
Macleod as against 66 from the 
rest of The territories. In other 
words more than 12 times as many 
applications have come from the

In France the tires range any where 
from 3to10 inches wide and in the 
state of Michigan anyone using a wide 
tire receives a renate of one quarter 
of the road tax. Narrow tires cut up 
a roadwsy where wide ones roll, it and 
to a certain extent preserve it. It is 
proved by experience that broad tires 
are advantageous both as sinking lese 
in the soft earth and taking less 
draught in motion, Consequently, if 
broader tires were used than at pre- 
sent, the trails would be far better 
than any road that can be constructed 
on statute labor principles because it 
would be too big an expense tor one 
township to construct a roadof proper 
foundation and drainage, and so way, 
if it cannot be carried out theroughly, 
sot to build a socalled road and spoil 
what at present is found to be satis- 
tactory to those who use them.

A pathmaster is appointed to 
about a mile or so of road in a town- 
ship and he is geoerallya man who 
has no knowledge of road making 
which does not coasist only of piling 
up so much loose earth by ‘itself ¥-ith- 
outany foundation or binder ¢ any 
sort and trusting to a little oegusionnl 
traffic to put it into condition * There 
is no method pursued in contruction, 
each pathmaster following «ut hisown 
plan and bis work probably being com- 
pletely altered or undone’oy bis suc- 
cessor, It would be quits a different- 
matter if the country were thickly 
settled and road metal of some kind 
in proximity to the road in construc- 
tion, but none of thege being the case 
what could answer the purpose better 
than the ordinary tgaila which have 
always answered th purpose in every 
respect?

THE BRAND ORDINANCE 


To the Editor of Tue Herat. 


Sir: In considering the location of 
the brand office for stockmen, the 
question seems to be not, which is the 
centre of the cattle industry ? but 
what is the centre of the district in 
which brands are required? 

Having spent some years in the 
neighborhood of Regina and Qu'Ap- 
pelle, I have noticed that it is the 
exception to see branded stock. 1 
have gathered, and think I am right 
in saying that Maple Creek is the 
farthest pont east in which brands 
are in general use, That would bring 
the -entre somewhere in Alberta, In 
the farming districts there is not much 
necessity for branding as the herd law 
is in force, compelling people to either 
keep their stock inside a fence or to 
close herd them trom the beginning of 
May to some time in November, after 
then they very seldom leave the build- 
ings. While there I bonght about 
seventy head at different times and 
places; of them not more than five 
were branded, I have no doubt that 
others who have had the mistortune 
to bring dogies trom Assiniboia will 
corroborate what I say.

RUSSIA'S PLANS 


The United States Holds the Key to 
the Far East Questior. 


New York, February 9,—The 
United States is more of a factor in 
the game ot international politics 
which is now in progress over affairs 
in the Far East than is generally 
understood. “Your country thus has 
a commanding position in the bi 
fight that is going on, and by shrew 
diplomacy it ought to be able to obtain 
almost any concession in the Far Kast 
that is desired.” These declarations 
were made to the Washington corres- 
pondent of the Herald last night by 
one of the ablest members of the 
diplomatic corps in Washington, a 
man whose country occupies a neutral 
position in regard to the Far Kastern 
question, during the course of an ex- 
tended interview on the general 
situation, He views it through un- 
biased spectacles. “The contest on 
one hand is between Russia, Germany 
and France to secure «a distinet 
declaration that the United States will 
not concera itself about the opening 
up of any more new ports by foreign 
countries, aud England and Japan on 
the other hand will induce the United 
States to join them ina protest against 
a policy which will give any nation or 
nations superior rights in uny Chinese 
vorts, The head and centre of the 
ight just at present is right here in 
Washington and will become eyen 
more exciting upon the arrival of the 
new Russian ambassador, Until his 
arrival you need not look for any new 
move by Russia inthe Far East. The 
action of Russia in raising this legation 
to an embassy and transferring this 
post to Count Cassini, direct from 
China, is, in my mind very significant. 
He will come prepared to explain in 
detail the exact state of affairs in 
China and with instructions not only 
te sound the United States as to its 
position in the matter but to make 
advances looking to an understanding 
which will give this country almost 
anything that may be desired in a 
commercial way in return for moral 
support in favor of the schemes of 
those countries which have arrayed 
themselves agamst England and 
Japan in the Orient,” 
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Boats leaving Vancouver for the 
Yukon are crowded with people from 
allover the world, The latest rush is 
from Japan, 5,000 natives of that 
country have engaged passage, 

), Mann says a part of the plant to

THE GULF WIDENING BETWEEN 
THESE LEADERS 


Chapleau’s Views on the Manitoba 
School Question Have Not Under- 
gone Any Change Since the Pope's 
Encyclical Was Received. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 9,—Sir Adolphe 
Chapleau, ex-lieutenant-governor of 
Quebec, in an interview yesterday, 
which isthe same in La Presse and 
Star and therefore evidently authen- 
lic, asked if in his letter to Mr. Tarte 
be ivd favored a coalition, he said: 
“No, the word coalition, — had 
always rubbed the French Canadians 
the wrong way.” At present he was 
not in politics, he said in reply to a 
question that he was no supporter of 
Laurier, but had been a personal friend 
of Laurier’s for 30 years, He had not 
changed his views on the Manitoba 
schools since the publication of the 
encyclical, He believed in being Sorti- 
ter in ve suavilerin modo, He had 
not pleaded with the Pope to favor 
Laurier’s settlement. It was well 
known that he had refused to enter 
Sir Charles Tuppetr's cabinet, 
He had done so on account of the di- 
vision then in the party, and of public 
opinion, which he was convinced would 


He was stilla Liberal-Conservative of 
the [» Fontaineand Cartier school. 

Circumstances had singularly favor- 
ed Laurier up to the present time as 
premier, and it only depended on him- 
self whether he shall become an able 
chief and a benefit to his country, 
Speaking of the stolen letters, Chap- 
leau said: **How can one refrain from 
a feeling of surprise on seeing a chief 
of such experience as Tupper gravely 
discuss, at the request of the first spy— 
Mouchard—who comes along, a cer- 
tain distorted extract of a stolen let- 
ter in which he declares he has nv faith, 
Considering our former relationship, 
Sir Charles, without compromisin 
himself might have written to me anc 
asked me for an explanation if he de- 
sired any. As he has not done so I am 
justified in believing he had another 
objectin view. Did he wish by any 
chance to exclude me from the ranks 
of his colleagues 1t was a useless effort 
because [am not there, Had he the 
pretension of ejecting me from the

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A PROVISIONAL BOUNDARY 


The Address in Reply to the Speech 
From the Throne Passed-—-McNeill 
Introduces a Resolution in Refer- 
ence to Chamberlain’s Speech. Not an 
Armed Force—Japan’s Indemnity. 


Orrawa, Feb, 12.—In the House 
yesterday Minister Sifton explained 
briefly the dispute existing between 
the United States and Great Britain 
regarding the boundary between 
Alaska and the Canadian Territories, 
He stated that even taking the very 
worst definition possible, Canadian 
territory began at the summit, or 16 
miles from the head of Lynn canal, 
and that customs officials 
police had been instructed to regard 
the summitas a provisional boundary 
andto direct their operations within 
that limit. 

The estimated cost of the Stickine 
or eg railway is placed at $20,000 ver 
mile, 

Sir Charles Tupper has directed the 
attention of Parliament to the fact 
that there is no stipulation in the 
contract with Mackenzie & Mann, the 
Teslin railway contractors,so that they 
cannot transfer their interests to a 
foreign company. 

Several charters have been applied 
for by Yukon trading and mining 
companies, 

The address in reply to the speech 
from the throne has passed the House 
ot Commons without division, 

An amendment to the tariff is 
promised which will confine prefer- 
ential treatment to Great Britain and 
New South Wales, 

Mr. McNeill, Conservative of North 
Bruce, will introduce a resolution in 
recognition of Chamberlain's speech 
in Liverpool. The resolution is: That 
a customs arrangement between the 
United Kingdom and the colonies is 
advisable, by whicn trade with the 
empire may be placed on a more 
favorable footing than itis carried on 
with foreign countries. 

NOT AN ARMED FORCE 

Wasuinton, Feb, 4,—-Assistant-Seec- 
retary of War, Meiklejobn, on being 
questioned concerning an Ottawa de- 
spatch to the effect that the Canadian 
Government would not permit an 
armed force to accompany the Yukon 
Relief Expedition, said it was true 
that there had been some confusion of 
terms as to the “convoy” which the 
United States should select 
to accompany the Yukon 
Relief expedition, and that the matter 
was atill open, but the Canadian Gov- 
ernment had been assured that the 
enlisted men whom it is proposed to 
send across Canadian scil were in no 
sense an armed force, but rather a 
Red cross expedition, to distribute 
relief to all sufferers, without regard 
to nationality, and he had no doubt 
thatthe matter would be adjusted 
without any great delay.

United States Packing Houses Receive

of English, German and French 
warships.

Pointed Out by the Calgary E 
Calgary-Edmonton Route Spoken Of 
(Feom the Newark Advertiser). 

J.J. Young, editor and manager’ of 
the Daity Hreracp, Calgary, Albe: 
Canada, is on a visit to relatives anc 
friends in this district. He called at 
the Newark Advertiser office recently 
and on our suggesting that he might 
submit to the process of interviewing, 
so popular in his own country, ‘to see 
how he liked it,” he smilingly con- 
sented. Mr, Young, as becomes a 
newspaperman,is an observant student 
of life out West. and brimfal of inter- 
esting information regarding the 
position and prospects of England’s 
vast possessions in North America, 
He says he is not the only Newarker 
in Calgary, there being amongst its 
residents Mr. F. J. Levick, who is 
doing Well at a leading tannery there, 
and Mr, Urispin Smith, son ot Rev. 
Canon Smith, of Southwell, an able 
and populer young solicitor, who has 
established himself there, and secured 
a poo deal of legal practice. Just 
betore leaving Mr. Young assisted Mr. 
Smith in the production, by an ama- 
teur company, of Gilbert & Sullivan's 
“Pinafore,” and it was a great success, 

What is the direct route to Calgary, 
Mr. Young?—The Canadian Pacific 
Railway runs across from Montreal 

takes you there in four days and 

ur nights. The trains are very 

axurious, with magnificent dinin 

and sleeping accommodation, thoug 

the fares are rather higher than in 
England. 

What is the size of your town?— 
About 4,000, and we have the electric 
light throughout the place and also 
waterworks. We draw our water 
from the Bow river, and it is beauti- 
fully clear, ‘While speaking of light 
I may mention that several shops 
have been lit with the new acetyline 
gas, which they make themselves, an 
itisa very nice light and very econ- 
omical. 

What public buildings have yvou?— 
We have five churches—Church of 
England, Presbyterian, Methodist, 
Baptist and Roman Catholic, We are 
well supplied with schools, and have a 
theatre and public ball. [ am = sur- 
prised to find that Newark is still 
without a commodious place of amuse- 
ment, It must be detrimental to your 
town for so many to go to Notting- 
ham trom week to week, and for you 
to have no permanent theatre to draw 
people to Newark. 

It is in contemplation to erect a 
public hall where theatrical perform- 
ances can be given, and perhaps by 
the time you come again it wiil be in 
existence?—I! hope so. 

What are your buildings? Wood 
and brickare the prevailing material 
but we have also some beautiful 
buildings of stone, 

{ Any manufactures? We have a 
tannery and roller mills, and do a good 
deal of lumbering (timber), The logs 
are floated down the rivers from the 
Recky Mountains, We are in sight of 
the Rockies, and on a clear day can 
see the towering snow-tipped peaks 
about seventy miles away, 

Being an agricultural district, what 
is the chief occupation?—Cattle ranch- 
ing. We have some ranches with 
1,000 to 5.000 head of cattle. They live 
on the prairie all the year round, and 
in summer and winter, to use an ex- 
pression familiar to us, “they rustle 
or the’= . wn grab,” 

How are whey disposed of? The best 
are sold to breeders for the English 
market at about 40 dollars a head, and 
the smaller cattle go to British Col- 
umbia to the mining camps. The 
Crow’s Nest railroad gives us a direct 
route to British Columbia, and the 
men employed in making the line, 
some 6,000 or 7,000, has been a good 
thing for our district. 

What are the prospects of British 
Columbia? In my opinion it will 
become one of the greatest mining 
countrics. Whereas in South Africa 
ths mg mining area is about 50 

les, ritish Columbia there is an 
area of 600 ov 000 miles all mineralized, 
From the goldfields ot California on 
the south to the Klondyke on the 
north, there stretches a mi1.eralized 
belt which passes through British 
Columbia, is well defined and can be 
traced all the way. 

Is Klondyke far from vou-—-Well, it. 
isin the North West Territory, of 
which Alberta isa part, and is distant 
about 1,400 miles, but Calgary is the 
jumping-off place for the overland 
route, 

Have you seen many adventurers 
pass through since the district was 
hoomed in the daily papers?— Yes. 
Since last August about 400 have gone 
forward, via Calgary. Many of the 
explorers are Englishmen, and two 
large expeditions came from London, 
T have studied Ogilvie’s reports very 
closely, and I think the excitement 
will rather increase than subside, 
i to the richness of the discover- 
es, 

Have you met anybody from the 
district itself?—Yes. We had a man 
on our steamer who left Dawson City 
on the 21st November, and he said it 
was not correct that there were no 
provisions, though adventurers must 
naturally @xpect to rough it ina new 
country like that. The ground is 
frozen so solid that they thaw it out 
by building fires, They spénd the 
winter digging up the vay gravel, and 
wish it ont in the spring, as soon as 
the rivers are open, 

is the mining helping vou at. all? 
Yes, for it provides us with additional! 
customers for onr produce, IT will 
venture to predict that, as a result of 
the mining boom, Western Canada, 
particularly Alberta and British Col- 
umbia, will be settled up as Australia 
and Califurnia, were settled up by the 
gold hooms there. 

Is the ranching industry flourishing? 
—Nearly all our ranchers are doing 
well. There is a splendid cash market 
for all the animals thev can raise, and 
expenses are light. The province of 
Alberta is divided into two parts, and 
the southern part is devoted to catele

‘hat is the climatelike?—It is fairly 
equable. We have little of the extreme 
heat of summer, and no matter how 

time, the 
nights are always cool. ler we 
are in,the plewsantest part of Canada, 
as we are near enough to the Pacitic 
to get the benetit of the Chinook 
winds in the winter. I have known 
these winds after a heavv fall of snow 
to clear it all away in asingle day, and 
they carry away the moisture almost 
as ey as the snow melts, 

What are the prospects for emi- 
grants?—I consider the prospect with 
us fairly good. 

To those with capital?—Not neces- 

sarily so, A man with capital is apt 
to speculate before he knows the 
conntry snfficiently well, and so to 
lose it. He roust, however, haye 
plenty uf energy and determination, 
and not be afraid ot work. 
You say you have good schoofs.— 
How are they supported?—The public 
school system is under the control of 
the Provincial Government, and the 
schools are provided by the district. 
One of the problems of Canada has 
been how to reconcile the two races, 
the French and the English—the 
Roman Catholics and the Protestants 
—and It is not settled yet, Themoney 
to build the schools is raised on deben- 
tures, and the interest paid out of the 
rates, The Government grants are 
based partly on results and perm, on 
the teacher’s certificate. A first class 
teacher gets a higher grant thana 
second or third. Personally, I am 
opposed to the system of Ar ag Wy 
results, but it seems to work very well, 
In addition to the elementary schools 
there are high schools, conducted in 
the same buildings under the same 
master, where they prepare pupils for 
the University. No fee is charged in 
any of the schools and many of us do 
not agree with that. We think it is 
the duty of the State to give every 
child a good elementary education, 
and if the child wants to go higher 
the parents should pay for it. 

Reviewing his own profession Mr. 
Young said there was a daily paper in 
Calgary, and alsoa weekly. He pub- 
lished a monthly guide, and they also 
printed the North West. brand book. 


Every animal had to be branded, and 
the brand was the only evidence of 
ownership. 


Mr. Young expressed his gratifica- 
tion at the many improvements in 
Newark since he last yisited his native 
place, and said with what pleasure he 
followed the reports in the Newark 
Advertiser of the doings of the town 
and district. He looked through the 
Advertiser printing offices, and ex- 
reseed his surprise at the extensive 
circulation of the paver, which in his 
country, with its less populous district 
only «few can aspire to, He cleims 
for the Canadian press that it makes 
the most of its opportunities, and 
judging from the prosperous look of 
Mr. Young’s own issue we should say 
that Calgarv is well served with its 
daily, and that the Newarker who 
manages it has well deserved the 
success he has achieved ‘‘out west.”
